New Albany, Ind., April (i.— That 
the twenty-two “lost” amendments to 
the Indiana constituion are not lost, 
that they are not dead, and that no 
one is to blame for the apparent loss, 
was the positive statement made to­ 
day to the United Press by Evan B. 
Stotsenburg of this city, state sena­ 
tor. 
Mr. Stotsenburg fathered the 
amendments, and he 
is 
also 
the 
father of the hill providing for a re- 
feredum vote on the 
constitutional 
convention. 


While the delicate point of inler- 
pertation involved has not been pa ss­ 
ed upon by the Indiana courts, Stot- ft 
senburg said that usage in this state 
and decisions* in the courts of Louisi- |£ 
ana, Michigan, Maryland, North Da- 
kota, Pennsylvania and Nebraska, as 
well as the Supreme court o f tliclgi 
United States, are to the effect that j 
the Governor has no function to per- 
form as to proposed amendments to ^ 
tlie constitution. 
He said that there­ 
fore the fact that Governor Ralston K 
«lid not sign the resolution and that 
it was not signed by the officers of 
the h 
e and senate, and the fact 3 
i hat there is no record of the r e s o lu -l^ 
ta n s, other 
than 
in 
the 
orginal 
,ioui n.tIs of the house and senate, will 
not kill the amendments. . 
* 


“ These amendments are very much 
alive, end in the event the <-nll for a 
< onstifntional convention fails, they 
v\ilj be presented to the next general 
asseinhbf 
for 
ratification, 
and if 
greed to will be submitted to the 
electors either at a general or special 
election as the assembly may deter- 
jm ine/’ said Senator Stotsenburg. 


“ The Governor has no right of vet«) 
of proposed amendments to the con­ 
stitution,” said Stotsenburg. 
“ This 
is not legislating in the ordinary 
sense. 
The governor has no function 
whatever to perform. 
While legis­ 
lation must be enrolled and-Submitt­ 
ed to the govern«)!-, the constitutional 
provision so requiring «loes not apply 
t«) the proposed amendments.”

e«l ih«1 bill providing for submitting j

nee«ls amending in only a few parti- ( 
culars. 
If the « all for a constitution < 
convention failed, no amendments to | 
the present constitution < ouhl he had * 
until two general assemblies passed ' 
upon them. 
In order t«> save this 
delay, the amendments were propos­ 
ed and started on their way, so that 
at least the most important of the do- * 
sired changes could be submitted to 
the people by tlie next general as- j 
sembly.” 


The senator sai«l he di«l not expoet j 
t«> he a member of the next general j 
assembly, hut that if a constitutional j 
convention is not called he would “of ’ 
«•trarse see to it that they are proper- \ 
ly presented to the assembly by some J 
member.” 
> 
The direct conflict in the constitu- > 
tion a s t«> treatment of amendments y 
in resolution form is minimized by 
Stotsenburg. 
He had nothing t«t say 
about tlie apparently slipshod manner 
in which the constitution allows its 
proposed amendments to lie in ,ol>- 
seurity unknown to state officials and 
the p e op le generally.

Mr. Stolsenburg fathered the 


amendments, and he

father of the bill providing for a re- 
ferednm vote on the 
constitutional 


convention. 


AVhile the delicate point of inter- 


pellation involved has not been pass- 
ed upon by the Indiana courts, Slol- 
senbnrg said that usage in this state 
and decisions' in the courts of Louisi- 
ana.

sembly." 


The senator said be did not expect 


to be a member of the next genera! 
assembly, but that if a constitution;'.! 
convention is not called he would "of 
course see lo it that they are proper- 
ly presented to llie assembly by some 
member." 


The direct conflict in the constitu- 


tion as to treatment of amendments 
in resolution form is minimized by 
Slotsenburg. lie had nothing to say 
about the apparently slipshod manner 
in which the constitution allows its 
proposed amendments to lie in .ob- 
scurity unknown t;> state ollicials am!
